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The procedural background for the present application was set forth in the decision 
mailed herein on 10 September 2008. The decision dismissed applicant's request to correct 
inventorship under 37 CFR 1.497(d) for failure to satisfy all the requirements of a grantable 
request. Specifically, applicants had failed to provide the consent of the assignee to the 
requested change, or a statement confirming that no such assignee exists. 



On 10 November 2008, applicant filed the "Renewed Request Under 37 CFR 1.497(d)" 



The renewed petition includes a statement from inventor Nels J. LAURITZEN indicating 
that there is no assignee with respect to the present application. This statement satisfies the final 
element of a grantable request to correct inventor ship under 37 CFR 1.497(d).
